Bar Hill Church Centre 

In recent months a total of five windows at the 
new Church Centre have been broken. The dam¬ 
age to at least three was caused by children. The 
windows are not easy to break, being made of 
toughened glass, and it is known that in several 
cases the breakages were the result of deliberate 
acts of vandalism. 

Repairs to these windows are expensive - the 
larger ones cost several hundred pounds eaeh. 
This is a matter of concern as it Is not uncommon 
for Insurers to refuse to provide cover for fixtures 
which are often damaged. 

The church cannot expect its insurers to go on 
meeting the very high cost of window breakages 
We wish to bring to the attention of Bar Hill 
residents, particularly parents, the serious conse¬ 
quences of children’s misbehaviour near the church 
buildings. 

In future, as well as notifying the police, we shall 
be forced to seek to recover the full cost of such 
repairs from those who have caused the damage. 
We are publicising this policy in an attempt to 
encourage a more responsible attitude towards 
property in the village.

Please remember that some peanuts contain "AFLATOXINS" which is a 
fungal infection which can kill birds. To make sure they live rather than die, please make sure you buy 
nuts which display the symbol ..'We're Safe Nuts', from the 'Bird Food Standards Association'. Thanks. 

We have recently had National Dormouse Week. One fact about dormice is that they sleep for seven 
months of the year, waking up for the summer and then going back to sleep again. When I mentioned 
this to a close friend of mine, she thought this was a brilliant way of life - sleep when it's cold, wake when 
it's hot. 

Thanks to Nadia and Alison, both of The Brambles, who informed me that a badger was in Nadia's 
garden and in Alison's garage. It has since left the area. Thanks also to Mike Burley of Appletrees, who 
had a hedgehog hibernation box that was no longer needed and asked me if I wanted it - I did. 

I'm on the cadge again! If anyone has any plywood they no longer need, please let me know as I need 
it to make next year's nest boxes for the Reserve. If anybody wants any plans to build nest boxes I have 
plans for everything from a wren box to a tawny owl box.
